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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-29 are pending. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation 
is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware 
in the specification. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 
patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes 
that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the 
time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point 
out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly 
owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103© and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), 
(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process 
of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same 
and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The 
claims recite a host of diseases to be treated by the use of compounds of 
formula (I). It is not believable on its face in view of the contemporary 
knowledge of the art that one or more related compounds would have the 
capacity to treat an extraordinary amount of unrelated diseases which 
require different pathways and mechanisms. The Merck Index lists 10-12 
thousand drugs each known to have a single utility. The instantly claimed 
compounds are capable of the aforementioned diseases require more than 
routine experimentation. See In re Angstadt^O USPQ, 214, CCPA (1976) 
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and In re Bruster 185, USPQ 152, CCPA (1975). The statue requires at 
least one capable use in currently available form. 
3. Claims 27 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The claims above refer to "pharmaceutical composition of claim 25." 
However, claim 25 depends on claim 14, which is directed to a method of 
preparing compounds of formula (I). Correction is required of the claim 
dependency. 

Claims 1-26 are not rejected over any prior art of record. 
U.S.Patent numbers 2,832,790 and 5,554,768 are cited to show the 
state of the art.
